‘ROTTEN POLITICAL DEAL. 


DON CAMERON'S BARGAIN WITH THE 
DEMOCRATS EXPOSED. 


Mr. Dockery Admits That He Purposely 
Delayed the Silver Investigation Until 
the Pennsylvania Senator Was Re- 
elected—The Latter’s Vote to Side-Track 
the Election Bill Tells the Rest of the 
Story—Sensational Developments at Yes- 

Wasuineros, D. C., Jan. 28.—[Special.]— 

The silver investigation struck a rich vein of 

political scheming today. Its developments 

would drive anybody but Don Cameron 
out of public life. At the same time Senator 

Vest and Representative Dockery of Missouri 

were placedin a most despicable position. 

Western Republicans who believedin free 

coinage may be interested in knowing that 

about the only use the Democrats have for 
that issue is to prevent the passage of an hon- 
est election bill. Mr. Dockery introduced the 
original resolution for an inquiry into the 
silver pool. He sought support from both 
parties, declaring that there was no politics in 
it, and that his only purpose was to probe the 

1 regardless of whom it might 

it. 


By his own admission today he was ready to 
delay the exposure of guilty Congressmen if 
he could thereby influence action on political 
legislation before Congress. But next to Cam- 
eron the person worst hurt is Mr. Oates of 
Alabama (Democrat) of the Investigating 
Committee. Dockery testified unblushingly 
that he had successfully sought to delay the 
investigation until after the election of Don 
Cameron. The delay was secured from 
Saturday to the following Wednesday 
at the request of Mr. Oates, who 
had an engagement in New York. Oates 
looked thunderstruck when Dockery admitted 
the purpose of the postponement, but he did 
not rise in his place and declare that he 
had no object other than his private business 
in going to New York. To do that would have 
been to admit that he was simply clay in the 
hands of Vest and Dockery in their work of 
protecting Vest’s friend Don Cameron. 

It is said that when the public hearing closed 
the committee held a lively session, and lis- 
tened to Mr. Oates’ personal explanation. In 
justice to himself and the committee he will 
make that explanation public. 

Other Congressmen Involved, 

Besides this feature, which is after all a side 
issue, testimony was given which will make it 
necessary for other Congressmen to appear 
before the committee, The names of Perkins 
of Kansas, Clunie of California, and Ketcham 
of New York were incidentally dropped for 
the benefit of the committee by Mr. O’Brien 
Moore, one of the .ewspaper witnesses. 

Mr. Peel, the Arkansas member of the com- 
mittee, thought it necessary to make a state- 
ment that the personal friendship between him- 
self and Mr. Perkins had as tar as he knew 
nothing to do with his appointment on the 
committee. He made the further declaration 
that whatever his personal relations might be 
with any Representative or Senator his official 
action would not be influenced thereby. The 
incidental mention of Col. Ab Taylor’s name 
by Gen. H. V. Boynton impelled Chairman 
Dingley to make a statement which he said 
was due to Col. Taylor. When the committee 
was appointed the Chicago members had said 
that he desired to appear and after consulta- 
tion with him the committee had thought 
it advisable that his testimony be postponed 
until after other withesses had been heard. It 

is understood that Taylor will testify regard-

and sales, and over all the uses to whic 

that have become a part of the common mass of 
property in the State may be applied.

No National Government may regulate com- 


merce of the specified classes committed to its 
charge, subject to the exception that the State 
Government may intervene and prevent the intro- 
duction of any articles which are insuch a con- 
dition as to imperil the public health, morals, or 
safety, such, for example, as infected rags or ob- 
scene literature.

DEARBORN PARK AND THE LIBRARY 


The Thomas Bill the Result of an Agree- 
ment Between All Parties. 

Dearborn Park is to be the site of the new 
Public Library Building. The project has 
been discussed for years, but conflicting inter- 
ests have kept the matter in litigation, the oniy 
result of which has been the decision rendered 
by Justice Harlan vesting the title to the park 
in the city. When litigation gave way to arbi- 
tration the matter was settled so far as the 
conflicting interests are concerned. The legal 
step that is necessary before the erection of a 

library building can be begun is the passage 
of the bill introduced by Senator Thomas 
Tuesday at Springfield. 

This bill would not have been introduced— 
probably it would have been wholly useless— 
but for an agreement reached between the 
Public Library Board and the Grand Army 
Hall and Memorial Association, which held a 
power of attorney from the Soldiers’ Home 
and other veteran organizations. 

The preamble of Senator Thomas’ bill re- 
cites the dedication of the land by the General 
Government for park purposes in 1839. Fifty 
years later, when wholesale houses on one side 
and railroad tracks on the other had destroyed 
its usefulness as a rt for children and in- 
valids, the Legislature passed an act author- 
izing the Soldiers’ Home to erecta building 
fora soldiers’ memorial hall on the north 
quarter of the park. The same year—1889— 
the City Council passed an ordinance giving 
the Pubiic Library possession of the land on 
condition that the Public Library should set 
aside a portion of the library building at the 
north end for a hall for the Soldiers’ Home 
and the veteran organizations at a nominal 
rent for fifty years, the hall to revert at the 
end of the period to the library. 3 

President John G. Shortall of the Library 
Board said that the parties in interest were all 
agreed. The consent of the abutting property- 
owners had been secured. The library om 
and the soldiers were of the same mind, and 
there could be no opposition to the passage of 
the bill at Springfield because no one having 
any rights in the matter now objected to the 
bill. Chicago would have a splendid library 
building and the soldiers would have a grand 
memorial hall without costing them anything. 

A. F. Hatch of the Library Board said a bill 

been prepared to amend the act of May 
25, 1889, which limits the tax for library 
purposes to one-half mill. The amendment 
raises the limit and gives the City Council 
power to make the tax two mulls, the amount 
allowed in other cities in the State.

ARE NOT HELD AS PRISONERS OF WAR. 


The Indian Braves at Fort Sheridan Can Do 
About as They Please. 

Short Bull, the Brule, sat in his Sibley te- 
pee at Fort Sheridan yesterday and chopped 
army plug tobacco into fine-cut. He was in 
a strange country, but genuine tobacco 
pleased him so much more than the red wil- 
low bark that he had been forced to smoke 
when in the Bad Lands that he looked as near- 
ly contented as a savage who imagines he 
has a grievance can. 

A single sentinel paced in front of his tent 
fairly laden down with orders about the in- 
trusion of citizens on the quiet of Short Bull’s 
retreat. Every village boy in Fort Sher- 
idan and about two hundred from 
Highland Park formed a cordon around 
the tepees of the Indians, and the sentinel had 
more trouble in keeping the white man out 
than he had in keeping the red manin. The 
truth of the matter is that the Indians are in 
no sense prisoners. Every member of the 
guard that was mounted at Fort Sheridan yes- 
terday morning had strict orders to allow the 
Indians to do as they chose. If Short Bull had 
chosen to go to t-office to inquire 
for letters from Pine Ridge he could have 
passed the sentinel unchallenged. There was 
one special order, however, which the new 
officer of the day received to transmit to the 

uard which would have prevented Short Bull 

rom going to the post-office, provided he in- 
sisted on taking his entire following with him. 
The reds, in short, are to have every liberty, 
provided they go it alone.“ 

Gen. Miles is to visit them within three 
days. Yesterday he sent Capt. Huggins, one 
of his two personal aides, to Fort Sheridan to 
ask Bull and Kicking Bear whether or not 
they were well provi for. The Captain 
entered the first tepee and after a How!“ to 
each inmate asked through Interpreter 
John Brugieur what the military father could 
do for them. Short Bull, with his tobacco be- 
fore him, said: Nothing but a blanket.” 
The others were eating and drinking soldiers’ 
rations, good soup, bread in plenty, and cof- 
fee in big tin cups. They,in turn, when 
questioned, said: “Nothing but a 
blanket.”’ Capt. Huggins promised 
that each one should receive a 
liberal supply of bedding as soon as the Quar- 
termaster’s store was supplied, which would 
be in a day or two. 

There was How collah” at this, which ex- 
pression means satisfaction. The Indians have 
been accustomed to a dry climate and a 
sandy soil. At their homes one 
blanket was enough, but the swampy 
place at Fort Sheridan where their tepees are 

itched is wet enough to chill them at night. 
Then again they do not know how to care for 
the Sibley stoves, which they have in their 
tepees, and after the Sergeant of the Guard 
has good naturedly seen that all the fires are 
glowing at 8 the blaze dies down and can- 
not get fresh life till reveille. 

With blanket additions the Brules and Ogal- 
lalas at the fort will be happier than they 
have been for years, for the simple reason 
that they are under army control and are as-

This was in ee but the gestures meant 
volumes in any language. 

The Indians are still painted and still wear 
feathers and blankets, and these they won't 
give up until they are more civilized than a 
six months’ residence at Fort Sheridan can 
make them. 

There is one poor chap among the lot who 
has a name that by a paradox is a misnomer. 
He is called Close to Home.“ The names 
of the others are Little Horse, Brave, Take 
Away From the Shield, Bring White Horse, 
Know His Voice, Break in Two, White Beaver, 
Revenge, One Star, Try to Get Hit, His 
Horse’s Voice, Coming Grunt, — High 
Eagle, Horn Eagle, e Bull, Wounded by 
Many Arrows, Sorrel Horse, and Run Along- 
side. There is one more buck who 
is evidently an adept with the cards if his 
name goes for aught. He is called Good 
Deal. 

The three squaws at the fort are called Crow 
King, They Call the Name, and Black Mule. 

John Shandrau, a brother of Louis Shan- 
drau, the interpreter who went East with the 
Washington delegation, is at the fort and will 
aid Brugieur in making known the wants of 
the Indians. 

An officer close to Gen. Miles says that the

The Legislature of Wisconsin has chosen 
the Democrat Vilas to succeed the Republican 
Spooner.

If the ears of Congressmen were open when 
they came together at the beginning of the 
last session they must have heard a loud com- 
plaint from the farmers, especially in the 
Western States. The latter had been suffering 
for years. They had had immense crops—too 
large for the markets open to them—and had 
not been able to get decent prices for them. 
Big surpluses had been left on their hands. 
They asked Congress for relief, and in what 
shape was it given them by that body? In 
that of increased duties on the necessaries of 
lite. They asked for bread and they were 
given a stone. Is it any wonder that they re- 
sented it? 

Suppose Congress had left the tariff duties 
as they were, except to equalize up to the av- 
erage those imposed on Canadian products, 
but had put on the statute books Mr. Blaine’s 
reciprocity pian as he outlined it to the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means. Suppose that 
provision had been made for the remission of 
sugar duties just as quickly as sugar-pro- 
ducing countries took off their duties on 
American food products. There would have 
been a rush on the part of these countries to 
avail themselves of this offer. New markets 
would have opened immediately for the grain, 
pork, and beef of the farmer, and his sur- 
pluses would have found buyers at rates profit- 
able to him. 

Had Congress steered clear of the ram- 
raisers and stuck to Mr. Blaine the result of 
last fail’s election would have been different 
in the Republican Western strongholds. The 
farmers would have seen that something prac- 
tical was to be done for them and nothing to 
be done against them, and would have stood 
by their old party. In Wisconsin the Bennett 
law would have cut a figure, but Republican 
Congressional Representatives would not have 
been defeated, and Senator Spooner would 

not have lost his seat. The local issue would 
have affected State officers only. 

But Congress not only raised duties and 
prices on the farmers, but it put into the 
Tariff bill the Blaine plan in such a mutilated 
and distorted way that it would have been 
better had it left it out entirely. The only re- 
sult of puttmg in the miserable Aldrich 
amendment was to disgust people. For a mo- 
ment it raised hopes, which it was seen soon 
could not be realized, and the consequent dis- 
appointment was bitter. This parody on the 
Blaine policy did far more harm than good. 

The Senators and Representatives who voted 
for the McKinley bill can see on every side 
the wreck and ruin they caused when it would 
have been so easy for them to have avoided it. 
The mischief which has been done cannot be 
undone, but would not it be a good idea for 
them to show some sorrow for their work, and 
by repealing their incteased duties and adopt- 
ing the Blaine plan to make sure that 1892 
shall not be a melancholy duplicate of 1890? 


THE DUTY OF THE SOUTH TO THE 
WORLD’S FAIR. 

Now that the closure and force bill are 
out of the way, and there is no further occa- 
sion for venting passion and prejudice upon 
the World’s Fair by the Democratic Legisla- 
tures North and South, it is to be hoped those 
in the South will drop their rancor and vote 
big appropriations, so that their States may 
be represented regularly and adequately. 
Their people will come anyway, and the} 
would have come even if the force bill had 
been passed. But this is not enough. Chicago 
wants not only the Southern people as indi- 
vidual sightseers but it wants the Southern 
States represented as such. If their people 
are wise and far-seeing from a business point 
of wow they will want their States represent- 
ed ‘as earnestly as Chicago wants to have 
them, and there will be a warm and friendly 
competition among them to see which will 
make the biggest appropriation. This they 
will do if they have an eye to business. 

At the annual meeting of the National 
Farmers’ Convention in Omaha the other 
day a resolution was offered declaring the 
organization favorable to tlie World’s Fair re- 
gardless of what Congress may do with 
reference to the Election bill. It was adopted 
with demonstrations of enthusiasm by the 
farmers, who were shrewd enough to see that 
politics had nothing to do with the Fair and 
that it was for their interest to be represented 
there and to secure as handsome and big a 
representation as they could. But what the 
farmers of Nebraska want the farmers of 
Alabama, Tennessee, Georgia, and Indiana 
want also. They have common interests. 
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| bureaus they can organise and at infinitely 
less cost; that it will give them an oppor- 
tunity of presenting their inducements to the 
whole world; that, in fine, it will be an ad- 
vertisement such as they cannot aiford to take 
any chance of losing? 

There is no politics in the World’s Fair. 
There never has been and never will be. The 
local management is entirely free from par- 
tisan imfluences—and will remain so. Chi- 
cago has no resentments for the manner in 
which it has been menaced and assailed from 
considerations of politics on the one hand or 
local jealousies on the other. It has the best 
of feelings towards the Southern States and it 
wants every one of them represented to the 
extent of its ability, for this is a National, not 
a local, Fair. It wants to see generous compe- 
tition between them, and is prepared, so far 
as belongs to it, to show no favors, but to 
give each the same opportunity for making 
its display. It is time to drop all this silly 
talk of boycotting and for all the States to 
join hands and make the Fair a success. It 
goes without saying that it is time also for the 
New York Sun to abandon its malignity; quit 
brooding over disappointments and come for- 
ward with its cheerful support, shining for the 
World’s Fair of 1893. 


THE FORCE BILLAND THE WORLD'S FAIR. 
The Charleston (S. C.) News and Courier 


is one of the Southern newspapers which have 
not lost their senses or given way to their 
emotions because of the discussions over the 
force bill. It reads its contemporaries and 
the Alabama Legislature a much-needed les- 
son, the latter for its silly conduct in the mat- 
ter of withholding appropriations for the 
World’s Fair as a menace to Congress in case 
the force bill is passed, which is on a par with 
the fool performances of the Atlanta Consti- 
tution in trying to effect a Northern boycott 
and of the Memphis Avalanche in threatening 
a resort to arms. 

The position taken by the Alabama Legis- 
lature is that if the force bill becomes a law 
it will so injure the State that it will be use- 
less to spend money to try to induce immigra- 
tion. Our South Carolina contemporary re- 
plies to this that the bill, even if passed, will 
not stop immigration, as the tide is setting 
that way in earnest. ‘‘The Chicago Exposi- 
tion,” says the News and Courier, will ena- 
ble Alabama and other Southern States to 
advertise their attractions for settlers in the 
best possible way and in a most favorable 
place, and they should make the most of their 
opportunity. There is no sense in shutting 
ourselves out of the show if we can make it 
useful to us, and we can make it useful in 
many ways.” This is wise counsel. There 
is no logical, political, or moral con- 
nection between the force bill and the World’s 
Fair, and the action of the Alabama Legis- 
lature in advocating commercial or social re- 
prisal, and of such papers as the blatant Nash- 
ville American, for instance, in upholding it 
is childish. The News and Courier talks good 
sense to these unreasonables ana it will come 
with more force from such a counselor than 
it would if Tun Trreunz should urge it. We 
have no doubt that the News and Courier rep- 
resents the majority sentiment of the South, 
and that when the time comes every State in 
the South will be represented. Tue Trisune 
never has been much in favor of a Solid South, 
but it is heartily and enthusiastically in favor 
of a Solid South in the Chicago Fair in 1893, 
and it does not believe these few malcontents 
represent the Southern feeling or will be able 
to induce the Southern people to take a step 
which would be hostile to their best interests, 
force bill or no force bill. 


THE WORKINGMEN SHOULD STEER CLEAR 
OF SILVER CRANKS. 

The Labor Federation and Workingmen’s 
Unions of Madison County are discussing the 
advisability of uniting with the Farmers’ 
Mutual Benefit Association with a view to 
joint political action. Why do the workingmen 
want to get into the same boat with the farmers, 
who favor long hours of toil and jump on 
strikers? If they do hitch teams with them it 
will be necessary to adopt their platform. 
One of its planks isademand for the free 
dumpage of foreign silver into American 
mints, each dumper getting 25 cents an ounce 
more for his stuff than London will give 
him for it, or than it is worth. The outcome 
of this business will be that every dollar paid 
to a wageworker will have but 80 cents of 
purchasing power to it instead of 100, so that 
he can buy only eight pounds of sugar or 
eight yards of cloth where he used to buy ten. 
How willthis benefit the workingman of Mad- 
ison or any other county? Suppose he has a 
hundred dollars in thesavingsbank. When he 
draws out his deposit he will get a hundred 
80-cerit silver dollars. How does that benefit 
him? 

There are some farmers in Illinois who have 
mortgages on their land which they would 
like to pay off in 80-cent dollars, thus gouging 
their creditors out of a fifth of their dues. 
There are a great many farmers in the arid 
lands of the West who would like to do this 
same thing. But why should the workingman 
of Madison, Cook, or any other county pull 
their chestnuts out of the\fire for them and 
burn his own fingers dreadfully in doing it? 

It never pays in the long run to be dis- 
honest. Allare on their guard against the 
State or individual that has cheated creditors. 
But even if it were sound policy to pay debts 
in 80-cent instead of 100-cent dollars the work- 
imgmen would not be benefited if it were 
made lawful to do so. They would be paid in 
80-cent dollars and get no more of them than 
of 100-cent dollars now. The workingmen 
usually owe only small store accounts. They 
would make nothing by being dishonest, but 
they would lose at both ends, for not only 
would their savings in bank and buildingloans 
be shrunk 20 per cent but they would get their 
pay in 80-cent dollars, and their employers 
could not be forced to give them enough more 
of them than they receive of 100-cent dollars 
now. 


IF YOU PAY WITH GOLD. 

* That barrel of flour will cost you $5. But 
if you want to pay for it with gold, or paper 
that will bring its face value in gold at the 
bank, you can have it for 34.“ Such is the 
talk that would be heard by intending buyers 
soon after the passage of a law for the free 
coinage of silver in the United States. There 
are plenty of people living yet who can re- 
member hearing similar remarks from mer- 
chants and storekeepers away back in the six- 
ties. Millions in different countries of South 
America who have to buy or sell on that prin- 
ciple now, and many hundreds of millions 
now dead in this and other parts of the world, 
heard and acted on it during their lifetimes. 
Whenever from any cause the currency is de- 
preciated below par with gold the price dis- 
tinction is observed so long as there is sup- 
posed to be any gold left with which to pay. 
The price named is always in the legal money 
of the land, whatever that may be, but it is 
distinctly understood, if not expressed, that 
such price is subject to a discount provided 
the purchaser is willing to pay in gold com or 
its equivalent. 

A free silver coinage decided on, two courses 
would be open to the bankers of the country. 
Suppose they decided to pay all their deposit- 
ors in depreciated currency on the basis of 
the silver dollar in exchange for the equivalent 
of the gold dollar intrusted to their keeping. 
In that case the banks and the debtor class 
behind them | 
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clean sweep out of the 2,500 millions owed by 
them to workingmen and others who had 
placed their spare cash in the banks for safe 
keeping. The very persons who are regarded 
by the Alliance men and silverites as their 
worst enemies, and whom it is desirable to im- 
poverish, thus would become much richer, and 
at the expense of the poorer depositors. This 
is a consummation never yet seriously thought 
of by those who are pleading for plenty of sil- 
ver dollars as thé only things with which poor 
folks can pay their debts. Yet this, as what 
has occurred a few times in the past and 
would happen again if the bankers of the 
United States were as destitute of conscience 
as is charged by the disturber who calls them 
the enemy of their species. 

On the other hand, if, as is most probable, 
the bankers should meet and resolve that good 
faith with customers obliged them to pay out 
on a gold basis money aeposited with them up 
to that date, what would be the result? 
The banks would establish the rule that 
anybody who deposited with them silver 
paper must expect only silver paper or silver 
coin when he wanted to withdraw his deposit 
or any portion of it. Then the banks and the 
commercial community would have for their 
use gold and gold certificates, greenbacks re- 
deemable in gold, and bank notes redeemable 
in greenbacks, while the rest of the community 
would be free to keep all the silver and silver 
notes they wanted to hold or could manage to 
retain. If they wished to get gold in exchange 
for silver notes they could only do so by pay- 
ing a heavy premium for it. They would find 
the silver certificates offered by them rated as 
representing only so much merchandise, the 
relative value of which was determined by re- 
ports of the prices at which foreigners were 
willing to purchase it. 

Is this state of things worth desiring and 
working for? Is it not rather to be avoided 
and deprecated as one of the most deplorable 
conditions in which a prosperous people 
could be placed by their own folly? Within 
a short time after the free coinage measure 
became a law the Berrys and the Ingallses 
who have advocated its passage, and all those 
who had voted for it, would be visited with 
a universal how! of execration as men whose 
foolish act had plunged the country intoa 
worse panic than any that has been witnessed 
in the United States by the oldest inhabitant. 


THE REMEDY LESS USELESS APPEALING, 
| NOT MORE JUDGES. 

The commission, composed entirely of law- 
yers, appointed under an act of the New York 
Legislature of 1890 to suggest amendments to 
the judiciary article of the State Constitution 
has handed in its report. It recommends that 
the Court of Appeals, the highest tribunal, be 
left with seven members, but that the Gov- 
ernor be given power to appoint seven out of 
the forty-six Supreme Court Judges to act &s 
a second division of the Court of Appeals. 
when the court certifies that this additional 
force 1s needed to catch up with the calendar. 
This, if adopted, would simply give constitu- 
tional sanction to a plan which was resorted 
to some years ago. The commission has also 
made provision for a limitation of the class of 
cases which may be appealed to the highest 
court, but honest lawyers say that the limita- 
tion is more seeming than real. 

This outcome of the labors of the commis- 
sion is just about what Taz Trrsunsg looked 
for. It expected thatthe number of Judges 
for the Court of Appeals would be increased 
largely, and it is recommended that it be dou- 
bled practically. Two Courts of Appeals are 
to be in full blast, while thousands of cases 
will continue to be stopped for atime in the 
intermediate court for the sake of delay and 
of fees. That midway tribunal, which can 
decide nothing finally, is but a mere toll-house 
where clients are flayed of a little more of 
their hide. Why in the name of common 
sense do the people of New York allow cases 
to be sent to such an impotent court, and how 
is it that the papers of New York City are so 
lawyer-ridden that not one of them has criti- 
cised, exposed, or dendunced this miserable, 
lawyers’ trades-union selfishness? 

The Illinois Appellate Court has a little 
power to decide cases finally, but, in the name 
of justice to clients and common sense, why 
should not it have more, or be freed from the 
necessity of wasting its time on suits which it 
can mumble and paw over but cannot decide? 
Who except legalsharks are benefited by a 
wretched system which delays justice and 
bleeds clients and decides nothing? The Leg- 
islature cannot spend a day or two of its 
time more profitably than in the reforma- 
tion of this wrong. Limit the appeals from 
the trial to the Appellate Courts to those cases 
where the decisions of the latter end a suit. 
That will put the Judges who compose them 
on their mettle, for they will feel that what 
they do amounts to something and that a 
grave responsibility rests on them. They 
cannot be expected to take a keen interest in 
their business at present, when they know that 
whatever they do will have to be done over 
again by the seven Supreme Court Judges. 


BLUNDERING POLITICIANS, 

The sixteen Democratic Representatives 
from Cook County who instructed the Sena- 
tors from Illinois to vote for an unlimited 
coinage of silver were simply beating the air. 
They were fanning themselves and deluding 
the people with cheap words that mean noth- 
ing and have no force, If blessed with ordi- 
nary intelligence they would have known that 
Senator Farwell would never vote for such a 
crazy scheme. He is tuo good a business-man, 
has under him too many workers dependent 
on wage-earnings for a living, and too large a 
clientage of country merchants all vitally in- 
terested in seeing business integrity preserved, 
to be capable of listening to thecry of the 
silver bugs or the foolish fellows in Spring- 
field who took up that cry without knowing 
its meaning. 

What those and the other Democratic mem- 
bers should have done was to “ instruct the 
Senators and request the Representatives” 
from this State to vote for the repeal of the 
Aldrich reciprocity amendment and to substi- 
tute in its place the Biaine plan in its purity 
and entirety. They would have so acted had 
they really desired to work for the interests of 
the people of all classes. The adoption of the 
Blaine plan of reciprocity would vastly benefit 
the farmers of Cook and other counties by 
opening up for their pruduce an additional 
market, which is what they most want. They 
are not suffering from a lack of money in the 
country or for want of material to sell in ex- 
change for money, but because of a relative 
scarcity of buyers. If they had a larger range 
of markets for their produce they could ob- 
tain higher prices for it, because the low quota- 
tions of the recent past were due solely to the 
fact that production outran the consumption 
in those areas open to them for the sale of the 
property. That fact was in conformity toa 
law of Nature, which law cannot be evaded. 
When buyers are numerous in proportion to 
sellers prices go up and they decline under the 
reverse condition. Hence a reciprocity ar- 
rangement such as was proposed by Mr. 
Blaine, increasing by many millions the num- 
ber of customers for our farm produce, would 
not only create a market’ for the disposal of 
the whole of the export surplus, but enable 
the seller to get a higher price for every one 
of the larger number of bushels of grain and 
head of live stock he had to sell.

| would not only gain directly by the de 

for manufactured products to go to tropical 
and subtropical America, but profit largely by 
the increased ability of home farmers to con- 
sume. The agriculturist could and would buy 
more machinery for tilling the soil and caring 
for its produce, more and better clothing for 
self and family, more furniture, carpets, and 
other luxuries for the adornment of his home, 
and could afford to travel more than now, 
making more prosperous the railro t and 
hotel interesta and the workers they employ. 
All classes would be greatly benefited by such 
an arrangement, and unless the silver bugs 
are allowed to prevail the increased sums 
realized by the farmers and city workers would 
be in good money instead of a depreciated 
currency worth only about 80 cents on the 
dollar. 

If the Democratic members from Cook 
County were wise they would see this, and, if 
honest, act upon it. Since they do not see or 
act in the direction of widening out the mar- 
kets in which the productions of farmers and 
city workers are sold, it is to be inferred that 
those members are lacking in intelligence or 
honesty, or both. Probably it would be per- 
fectly fair to apply to them the proverb which 
says None are so blind as those who will 
not see. 


“FREE COINAGE” AND “UNLIMITED 
GREENBACKS.” 

The National Farmers’ Convention is now 
in session at Omaha, and before it gets 
through will decide to unite with other organ- 
izations, such as the F. M. B. A., and form a 
distinct political party. At the outset this 
idea of separate political action was confined 
to the farmers west of the Mississippi and to 
those at the South. But it is gradually 
spreading, as might be expected, and the poli- 
ticians at Washington might as well recognize 
the fact that there is to be a new party, which 
cannot, in the nature of things, last for 
many years, but which will live long enough 
to disarrange their combinations for 1892. 

The chief object of this new organization 
will be the debasing of the currency so that a 
number of debtors may wriggle out of their 
obligations and yet keep their property. 
Many farmers with mortgaged lands would 
like to be paid for their crops big sums in de- 
preciated money, which they would turn over 
to their creditors in satisfaction of their debts. 
Once clear aud the absolute owners of their 
farms, they would not care how soon the coun- 
try had an honest currency again. 

The farmers have been clamoring loudly for 
the free dumpage of silver, which would lessen 
their debts by a fifth. But the address of the 
President of the Farmers’ Convention declares 
for“ unlimited greenbacks,” and it is stated 
that the delegates will back him up init. If 
what is wanted is a currency which will be 
worth in a short time but 5 or 10 cents on the 
dollar, thus enabling the debtor to swindle his 


dredths of his money, what is the use of wast- 
ing time in depreciated silver preliminaries? 
Why be four-fifths honest for a while when the 
intention is to be only one-tenth or one-twen- 
tieth honest a little later? Whyshalla farmer 
whose mortgage becomes due in a year or so 
have to pay his creditor in 80-cent silver dol- 
lars while the luckier farmer who does not 
have to pay up for three years may settle in 5 
or 10 cent fiat dollars? This is discrimina- 
tion. It would be better to go the whole 
hog at once. ö 

It may be, however, that the leaders of this 
new party may not think it safe to plunge 
into utter dishonesty all at once. It might 
drive away a number of farmers, especially 
in the Eastern States, where they owe less and 
are less tempted to cheat. The leaders may 
think that the expulsion of gold and its re- 
placement by depreciated silver will be a sort 
of halfway-house on the road to swindling, and 
when they have lured the more conscien- 
tious farmers that far it will be easy to get 
them to take the next step. 

It is, however, along way from an 80-cent 
to a 5 or 10 cent dollar. The descent may be 
too sudden, and the managers of the new 
party ought to have one or two more midway 
steps. They should provide that after people 
have settled down to an 80-cent dollar the 
Government shall begin buying at $1.29 an 
ounce all the nickel it can and coin that. This 
new currency would drive out the silver at 
once. Then in due time the Government 
might begin buying the copper of the world 
at $1.29 an ounce. That would drive out 
nickel. It would be easy then to drop to the 5 
or 10 cent paper dollars, or if the descent were 
still too great the intermediate coinage of pig- 
iron dollars would make it easier. 

The farmers certainly should do one of two 
things—either drop at once to the nearly 
worthless ‘‘ unlimited greenbacks or provide 
for reaching them by a series of symmetrical 
and convenient downward steps.

GERMANY’S WORLD'S FAIR. 


A Universal Exhibition for 1896 Now Un- 
der Discussion in Berlin. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Berwin, Jan. 28.—The Reichsanzeiger today 
reproduced in extension the speech of Rector 
Rendaux of the Technical Academy in favor 
of holding a universal exhibition here. As- 
suming that the Emperor supports the plan, 
‘Which certain expressions would in- 
dicate that he does, it is one 
more instance where he openly 
opposes the views formerly held by Prince 
Bismarck. The Chancellor always objected 
to such an exhibition “for reasons of his own.

REJECTED BY THE COMMITTEE. 


Failure of a Motion Affecting Non-Commis- 
sloned German Officers, 

BER1Iin, Jan. 28.—The Reichstag committee 
has by unanimous vote rejected the motion 
made to grant the sum of 5,000,000 marks 
which the Government asked for in order to 
pay bonuses destined to induce non-commis- 
sioned officers to remain in the army after 
their regular term of service has expired. A 
system similar to the one proposed by the 
Government exists in the French service. 

In the Lower House of the Prussian Diet 
today Herr Herraruth, Minister of the In- 
terior, said that the Government was prepar- 
ing an emigration law which would in no way 
affect the hberty of the people to emigrate. 
In the meantime, he added, the Provincial 
Governors had been instructed to exercise the 
strictest surveillance over emigration.

GLAsqow, Jan. 28.—The Scotcls railway strike 
was embittered yesterday when a body of men 
wearing masks and supposed to be strikers en- 
tered the Strathavon locomotive sheds and mal- 
treated the men worki there. They also ran 
an engine into a turn-table thereby throwing it 
off the rails. Although no arrests have been made 
the police have a clew as to who are the perpetra- 
tors of the outrage. The following notice is 
posted on the Palmadie works gates: “In con- 
sequence of the lawlessness of the men on strike 
the Perth railway directors have decided that 
they will not be reéngaged.” 

The strike has entered a new and novel phase. 
The orators of the striking employés, as the news- 
papers allege, have been persistent in vilification 
of the reporters of the press, whom they accuse of 
having used their influence to fortify the ition 
of the corporations against the dissatisfied work- 
men. At a meeting of the proprietors and pub- 
lishers of the newspapers lasgow 
which was held today it was decided that here- 
after the papers of the city would not assign men 
to report the proceedi of any future meeting 
of the striking railroaders. The leaders of the 
strike have promptly called attention to the fact 
that the action of the press managers amounts at 
once to a suppression of free s and the insti- 
tution of an anti-labor boycott.

The Senate having received an apology 
from the House for the unintentional dis- 
courtesy of the House.yesterday, there was, 
nothing left the Senate to do but accept, and 
arrangements for a joint session were amica- 
bly adjusted. Speaker Elder acted as peace- 
maker for the House and Senator Ingalls ad- 
vised his friends last night to make no move 
that was not warranted. He said to his chief 
lieutenant that he would not countenance any 
act which would retard the work of the joint 
session. 

“I am not in it any longer,“ he said. “I 

desire that the Senate or my friends shall 
simply do their duty. 
I hope the joint ses- 
sion will be held to- 
morrow, settle the busi- 
ness before it, and then 
I am off for home.”

FARMERS’ ALLIANCE. 


Resolutions Adopted at Omaha Calling for 
a Convention to Nominate a Presiden- 
tial Candidate—Sensational Allegations 
Against Gov. Merriam—More Trouble 
in Connecticat—Vilas Returns Thanks— 
Michigan Legislators After the Quacks 
—Doings of Other Lawmakers. 


Omana, Neb., Jan. 28.—The National Farm- 
ers’ Alliance reconvened this morning, and 
after referring to the proper committee the 
claims of Chicago and Des Moines as places for 
holding the next convention the amendment to 
the constitution was taken up. A lively discus- 
sion resulted on the amendment to exclude 
women from acting as delegates, and it was 
finally voted down. Another amendment pro- 
posed, making all laboring men eligible to 
membership, provoked a heated debate, dur- 
ing the course of which President Powers 
said such an amendment would break up the 
organization. 

The amendment was tabled by a large vote. 

U reconvening at 20’clock the report of 
the Committee on Resolutions was presented 
and was considered by paragraphs, Tho fol- 
lowmg were adopted: 


WHEREAS, Owing to the oppression that has 
been heaped upon us by grasping monopolists, 
capitalists, trusts, and combines, we believe it is 
time for action: and 

Wuernras, The National Farmers’ Alliance in 
convention assembled does most emphatically de- 
clare against the present system ot government as 
manipulated by the Congress of the United States 
and members of the Legislatures of the several 
States; therefore we declare in favor of holding a 
convention Feb. 22, 1892, to fix a date and place 
for the holding of a convention to nominate gan- 
didates for the offices of President and Vice- 
President of the United States. We declare that 
in the convention to be held Feb. 22, 1892, that rep- 
resentation shall be one delegate from each State 
in the Union. 

Resolved, That we favor the abolition of all 
National banks and that surplus funds be loaned 
to individuals upon land security at alow rate of 
interest. 

Resolved, That we are unalterably in favor of 
the Australian Ballot law. 

Resolved, That we demand foreclosure of mort- 
gages that the Government holds on ra 

Resolved, That we discountenance gambling in 
stocks and shares. a 

Resolved, That this is the Administration of the 

ople, and in view of that fact the President and 
fice-President of the United States should be 
elected by a popular vote instead of by the Elec- 
toral College. 

Resolved, That as the farmers of the United 
States largely outnumber any other class of citi- 
tous they demand the passage of laws of reform 
not as a party measure but for the good of the 
Government. 

Resolved, That the Alliance shall take no part 
as partisans in the political struggle as affihating 
with Republicans or Democrats. 

Resolved, That the National Farmers’ Alliance 
demands that the Inter-State Commerce law be so 
amended and enforced as to allow all railroads a 
reasonable income on money invested, and we de-

CHARGES AGAINST GOV. MERRIAM, 


A Claim That He Offered to Buy a Sen- 
ator’s Seat. 

Sr. Par., Minn., Jan. 28.—[Special.]—A 
sensation involving several of the most prom- 
inent politicians in Minnesota was unearthed 
this afternoon in connection with the contest 
of James S. O’Brien of Stillwater for the seat 
in the Senate occupied by-J. N. Searles. It is 
claimed that one week ago last Friday Gov. 
Merriam, through Senator Sabin, made an of- 
fer to Senator Searles to the effect that if he 
would give Mr. G' Brien the Senatorial seat he 
would be appointed Judge of the First Dis- 
trict to succeed H. R. Murdock, deceased, 
and that that abpointment would be made as 
soon as the seat was given to O'Brien. Mr. 
Searles has also. been approached by a promi- 
nent member of the prison ring and told that 
if he would give Mr. O’Brien the seat he 
would get the Judgeship appointment and 
then Washington County would raise the sal- 
ary of the Judge to $5,000 a year. Senator 
Searles was questioned in regard to the report 
and confirmed the story. 

„Mr. Searles,“ said Tas Tumor repre- 
sentative, is it true that you have been of- 
fered the Judgeship in case of your with- 
drawal from the Senatorial contest?“ 

„Tes, sir.“

AFTER THE QUACK DOCTORS. 


The Old Medical War in Michigan to Be 
Revived, , 

Lanaine, Mich., Jan. 28.—[{Special.]—The 
Legislature reassembled tonight, but did no 
business owing to the absence of the 
many committees still engaged in junket- 
ing trips. When these return and the legis- 
lators settle down to work again they will 
find themselves besieged by strong delegations 
of persistent physicians. The old war against 
medical quacks is to be renewéd, and this time 
it will be fought to a finish. The physicians 
of the allopathic, homeopathic, and eclectic 
schools are united upon one point—and 
that is, that the faith cure, the spir- 
itualist, the herb doctor, and, in fact, 
all of that numerous class of practitioners who 
look upon a medical diploma as an unneces- 
sary luxury must go. It is proposed to aecom- 
plish this by establishing a State Medical Com- 
mission, to which every doctor in the State 
must apply for registration and every new one 
be subjected to a rigid examination before he 
will be allowed to hang out his shingle. On 
the question of the size and make-up of this 
com mussion the allopaths and the homeopaths 
differ radically. Each has prepared a bill. 
The allopaths want the commission to consist 
of twenty-four members, ti to be 
allopathic. The homeopathic bili pro- 
vides for three distinct commissions 
of seven members each, one commis- 
sion for allopath applicants, one for 
homeopaths and a third for eclectics. Bo 
bills provide that every graduate of a Michi- 
gan medical college, as well as the outsiders, 
must pass an examination by the com- 
mission before he will be registered as a phy- 
sician and allowed to practice. It was pro- 
posed to except the graduates uf the Ann Ar- 
bor University on account of the length and 
thoroughness of the medical course there, but 
it was finally decided to include 5 ing 
and let the Legislature make the distinction in 
favor of the university if it desires, 


IN THE INDIANA LEGISLATURE, 


A Bill Which Is Intended to Step the 
Waste of Natural Gas. 

Inpranaporis, Ind., Jan. 28.—[{Special.}— 
The Indiana Legislature settled down to busi- 
ness today and did a great deal of legislating. 
The Senate passed a bill giving the State 
Geoloyist, instead of the Governor, power to 
appoint a State mine inspector and fixing the 
latter’s salary at $1,500 per annum, A. bill 
was also passed by Senate which will stop 
the waste of natural gas in Indiana, It im- 
poses a heavy penalty for burning outdoor 
lights or flambeaux during daytime. 

The bill requiring the payment of the wages 
of miners at least as often as once every two 
weeks was passed. New legislative and Con- 

ressional apportionment bills were intro- 
duced today. They are arranged to give the 
Democrats a majority of ten in the Senate 
and thirty in the House and eleven of the 
thirteen Congressmen. Changes are made in 
all of the districts. The vote of 1888 is made 
the basis of the changes. 

An attempt is being made to reorganize the 
Indiana prison system by which the contract 
labor system will be abolished and a new in- 
dustrial system established. 

Among the new bills introduced today is one 


Umiting the charges that may be made at 


stock-yards for service and care of live stock, 
the rates ranging from 2 to 5 cents on the 
different items.

Once before this I saw the ghost of Lewis Boston 
about the same place. It came out of the hedge 
and stepped in front of the horses. They turned 
around and he went back towards the hedge. The 
horses ran past him and he came running out and 
climbed on behind the buggy-top. He rode that 
way about a quarter of a mile when I hallooed 
and he got off. Before this I met nim coming out 
ofthe barn.

NATURAL GAS IN IOWA, 


A Big Supply Near Jefferson Awaiting De- 
velopment, 

Jzurrerson, Ia., Jan. 28.—[Special. ]—Dur- 
ing the last five years the diggers of wells for 
water in the vicinity of Jefferson have been 
bothered with natural gas, and this has led to 
quite an amount of work and labor being 
done at this place with the hope and desire of 

discovering and developing the natural-gas 
supply. Jefferson is located within the soft 
coal belt of Iowa. No less than fifteen pay- 
ing coal shafts have been worked successfully 
and are still being worked for the coal in this 
county, and this has caused the people of this 
place to think that there was a strong flow of 
natural gas under the city and county. There 
are many flowing wells, and with a flow of 
water which has not diminished since the first 
water was struck, and which in the judgment 
of the people are kept flowing by reason of 
gas pressure. Dozens of wells at not more 
than 100 feet in depth have struck gas, and 
the flow has been adequate to light and heat 
the dwellings of the finders, and in many 
instances has been used for cooking 
purposes. At one time within the last 
Ww years the citizens of Jefferson 
raised sufficient money to send for an 
expert to come and make a survey and report 
upon the probabilities of gas being found. 
is report after an exhaustive search of the 
county, covering aspace of over two weeks, 
was that the same surface layers of soil and 
stone and general outlook were to be found at 
and about Jefferson as were to be seen and 
found in the natural gas regions of Ohio and 
Indiana, The action taken upon this report 
was not satisfactory, as the well that was put 
down by the city was for water and the question 
' of gas was a secondary one. The well was put 
down toa — depth at a point where the 
expert said no gas would be found. 
latest discovery was made by Frank 
2 — of Franklin Township, being south 
of Jefferson about seven miles, and J. M. 
Steele of Bristol Township. being north of 
Jefferson about seven miles. These two 
wells were being bored for water and the gas 
was found at a depth of not more than eighty 
feet. In the well of Frank Snodgrass the gas 
comes from an eighty-foot hole with a rock 
bottom. The gas when permitted to flow and 
burn shoots into the air to a height of twelve 
or fifteen feet and the quantity appears to be 
sufficient to be utilized in heating and hght- 
ing his residence. All who are at all familiar 
with the natugal gas flow of the Central and 
Eastern States say that this section only wants 
development such as has been given to Ohio 
and Indiana, and that the results will be as 
satisfactory as at those points.

Leaming Smiles and Draws 
Pay—Judge Grinnell Will Retire from 
the Bench, but Will Not Resign—Table 
of Voters’ Nationalities—Larry Mo-

There is no County Attorney yet. The 
Democratic members of the County Board 
did not hold a caucus yesterday on the sub- 
ject, as the organs had predicted they would. 
There will hardly be a caucus. Gen. Lieb, 
Gen. Smith, Stauber, and Nelson are for C. 
S. Darrow for attorney. Mr. Brandt feels the 
same way. If they get three Republican mem- 
bers to vote with them they can elect. It is 
probable that Hoffman, Struckman, and Allen 
will act with them. Terhune is out of the 
race. Walker can hardly win. Mr. Leaming 
is not disposed to complain of the delay. He 
will have a good round bill for services pend- 
ing the appointment, which will hardly be 
made before Monday. 

A new candidate for Mayor on the Repub- 
lican side was brought out yesterday—Mr. 
Jesse Spalding of the Second Ward. It is 
said he will have a large backing among the 
South Side delegates.

Washburne, Knickerbocker, Badenoch, and 
Spalding. It is too early to say who has the 
best chance of nomination. 

Judge Grinnell announced definitely yes- 
terday that he intends to retire from the 
bench to take the position of counsel for the 
South Side railroad company. This action 
was anticipated by Taz Tristnz some days 
ago.. Judge Grinnell gives as his reason for 
retiring that the judicial ealary is insuffi- 
cient. He will not say when his resignation 
will be sent to the Governor. It is said among 
Democrats who profess to know that the 
Judge will not send a resignation to the Gov- 
ernor, though he will retire from the bench. 
If this course is pursued the vacancy on the 
bench cannot be filled because, though it will 
exist in fact, it will not exist in law. It is 
said that all the other Circuit Judges approve 
Judge Grinnell’s determination not to resign. 
They fear that an appointment might lead to 
complications which would give them trouble 
at the election next June. 

The Judicial Robe Should Be Unspotted. 

Judge Grinnell in the course of an inter- 
view yesterday said: A Judge on the bench 
should not directly or indirectly have a dispo- 
sition to increase his revenue by speculation, 
by trading, or by class of business. His 
time and his mind shoutd be devoted to the 
matters he has in hand, free from any 
inclination or desire to grow richer than 
the salary will warrant. By an increased 
salary, at least $10,000 a year, he will become 
more independent.“ It is probable that the 
Judge will not retire until Justices of the 
Peace are nominated. He will stay until a 
South Park Commissioner is selected to suc- 
ceed Mr. Best, whose time expires March 1. 
Mr. Best is likely to be his own successor.

The streets today are in excellent condition: 
better than they have ever been at this season 
of the year in the history of Chicago. They

I don’t have anything to do with keep- 
ing the alleys clean and removing ashes and 
garbage. I wish they would give ine charge 
of keeping the alleys clean. I would do 
it. I'd take every garbage and ash box 
out of the alleys and off the streets, and I’d 
have a daily service, too.

Every scavenger should have a bell or other 
signal, and I’d compel every householder to 
have his ashes in one pail and garbage in an- 
other.

There would be no shoveling 
of ashes to blow in all directions. 
My scheme would involve no dirt 
and $1 would do what $10 fails to do now.

TO HELP THE COUNTRY DOCTORS, 


Mr. Callahan's Bill Will Let Them Run 
Dispensaries in Small Hamlets. 

The bill introduced in the Legislature by Mr. 
Callahan to authorize physicians engaged in 
regular practice to sell and furnish to others 
than patients such remedies as they use in 
practice is not taken by Chicago physicians 
to have any practical application to the pro- 
fession in cities, so they are got much inter- 
ested in the proposed legislation. 

As a matter of fact some physicians in this 
city already have dispensaries in connection 
with their offices,“ said Dr. Stuart Johnstone 
last night, but as a rule they leave the dis- 
pensing of medicines to the druggists. We 
are not allowed by the harmacy 
law to sell drugs and medieines 
except as an adjunct to our practice, and if 
we wanted to conduct a general dispensary 
business we should have to take out a drug- 
gist’s license and register under the Pharmacy 
law. Ithink this bill is in the interests of 
country doctors who have a dispensary in con- 
nection with their practice and want to sell 
remedies to those who are not patients so as 
to escape taking out a pharmacy license. In 
many of the country Famlets and villages 
there are no drug stores, and every doctor is 
necessarily his Own druggist. I think it a 
wise piece of legislation.“ 

There has alwäys been a controversy be- 
tween druggists and physicians as to where 
the legal rightsof the one class begin and 
those of the other end. This dill 
looks as if it is intended to 
remove the restrictions upon doctors,” 
said Dr. J. Elliott Colburn. ‘* The object of 
the billmay be to draw the lines tighter 
around those who conduct dispensaries on the 
advertising plan, selling proprietary trade- 
mark and ‘quack’ “medicines without being 
licensed pharmacists. 

But it is more likely the bill is for the bene- 
fit of small country doctors who want to com- 
bine adrug business with their practice and 
evade the Pharmacy law, which uires the 

ayment of a license fee. In Michigan the 

aw has been chan so that physicians can- 
not dispense medicines except to patients 
without taking out a pharmacy license. 


MORMON BELIEF AND CITIZENSHIP, 


No Papers for Those Who Acknowledge 
Church Authonty. 

Oavey, Utah, Jan. 28.—[Special. ]—For the 
last six months the Gentiles and leading 
papers of Utah have expressed their approval 
of Judge Anderson’s decision in not allowing 
foreigners to take out their naturalization 
papers if they were believers in the Mormon 
dottrines, giving as the reason that the Mor- 
mons acknowledge the church as an authority 
to be recognized before they recognize the 
State laws. Chief-Justice Zane at Salt Lake 
has admitted them to citizenship, and several 
cases have been appealed from Judge Ander- 
son’s court to the Supreme Court. The in- 
terest at Ogden was revived the other day 
when Judge Miner (recently appointed from 
Michigan) refused to allow the papers to be 
issued to an applicant who presented himself 
with two witnesses and applied for admission 
as a citizen. After the preliminary questions 
as to length of residence, good moral charac- 
ter, etc., the Judge asked the applicant 
whether he ever had been a member of the 
Mormon Church. He replied that he had. 
The Judge then asked him if the Mormon 
Church should by proclamation, manifesto, or 
other announcement, instruct and direct him 
and all its members to commit some act or 
follow some practice in direct and plain viola- 
tion of the laws of the country, which he 
would obey, the church or the laws of the 
land. The applicant hesitated a moment and 
finally said that he didn’t know. The Judgs 
then administered a mild rebuke and refused 
to grant the papers admitting the applicant to 
citizenship. 


Shipping Water in Oil Tanks, 

LITCHFIELD, III., Jan. 28.—[{Special.]—For the 
last sixty days the drought at Litchfield, III., and 
at other points along the line of the Wabash has 
become so serious that coal mines, mills, and ma- 
chine shops have depended upon water shipped in 
oil tanks.

This staff will be 
twenty-four feet long. 

The battery mounted will be: Four 13-inch 
breech-loading rifled cannon, eight Cinch 
breech-loading rifled cannon, four 6-inch 
breech-loading rifled cannon, twenty 6-pound- 
er rapid-tiring guns, six 1-pounder rapid-firing 
guns, two gatling guns, six torpedo tubes or 
torpedo guns. 

The structure will rest on piles as a founda- 
tion. The berth-deck or main exhibit floor 
will be composed of thick plank laid upon the 
foundation, on top of which there is to be a 
substantial layer of brick concrete. The sides 
of the hull are to be made of brick, stepped 
to give contour, over which there will be a fill- 
ing of gravel concrete thickly coated with 
cement. The stem and stern are to be 
‘shaped with iron plates. On the inside of 
the walls and over the concrete on the berth- 
deck there will be a coating of cement, thus 
making the exhibition hall proof and free 
from moisture. 

The turrets and redoubts for the eight-inch 
and thirteen-inch guns are to be made up of 
cement on metal lathing, fastened to a wood 
framing, and are to have all the ingenious ap- 
pliances for operating them. 

A thirteen-inch gun is forty-four feet long, 
and weighs, with its carriage, 115}¢ tons. The 
transportation and placing of so much weight 
upon a structure such as is described in this

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AFRAID OF COMPETITION. 
RAILROADS THAT WISH THE REPEAL 
OF THE DRAINAGE LAW. 


Something About the Petition Prepared and 
Sent Out by the Hamilton Club—Many 
Misstatements Made — Mayor Crogier’s 
Uncomfortable Position in Regard to the 
Law—Judge Prendergast Discusses the 
Subject and Assistant Engineer Worthen 
Picks Some Flaws in the Petition. 

Mr. Sanford, the Morris railroad attorney 
who so bitterly and persistently opposed tne 
passage of the Drainage law, is trying to se- 
cure the repeal of that enactment and is act- 
ing in concert with certain parties in Chicago 
with that obj He appeared in Springfield 


| Tuesday and Was able to announce that the 


Hamilton Club, a South Side politico-economic 
organization, was about to issue a pronuncia- 
mento against the law. The pronunciamento 
was issued about the time that Sanford was 
expressing his views to Taz Trrsuns’s 
Springfield correspondent. Mr. Sanford also 
announced that a repealing bill would be pre- 
sented in the name of Chicago and would be 
backed up by a petition signed by Chicagoans, 
Tue Turnuxx was able to present the petition 
yesterday and to point out that ft was based 
on false assumption and abounded in false 
statements. 

Inquiry yesterday developed the fact that it 
was mainly circulated through the agency of 
Col. J. H. Wood, agentleman connected with 
the Chicago and Alton railroad company, Ald. 
John Lyke of the Thirteenth Ward, a states- 
man of uncertain economic knowledge, and 
certain discharged employés of the Drainage 
Board. 3 

The interest of Mr. Sanford and of Col. 
Wood in the repeal of the law is easily ex- 
plained by their connection with the Rock 
Island and the Chicago and Alton railroad 
companies. Those corporations dread the 
competition which the establishment of a 
waterway between the great lakes and the 
Mississippi would bring about, and will leave 
nothing undone to prevent such competition. 
Their agents will-be busy during this session 
to secure the repeal of the law Gr to secure the 
adoption of crippling amendments. They will 
maintain a lobby at Springfield for that pur- 
pose, and Sanford will probably be head of the 
lobby. 

Mayor Cregier’s Position. 

Their agents are now at work in this city, 
and some of them appear to have found their 
way into the Hamilton Club and into the Real- 
Estate Board. They have also secured the 
active codperation ot the City Administration 
—not that the City Administration is opposed 
to the Dralnage law, but that it suits the pur- 
pose and tne policy of the City-Hali gang at 
this juncture to shift the blame for the in- 
crease on taxation on the Drainage law. 

As has been already pointed out in Tue 
Trisune the city taxes this year are 20 per 
cent higher than they were under Mayor 
Roche’s administration. The people are com 
plaining. They are disposed, quite properly 
too, to hold the willful extravagance of the 
Cregier administration responsible for the in- 
crease. Mr. Cregier is a candidate for re- 
election. He has been an advocate of higher 
taxes and increased assessments, but his friends 
do not think it wise to present him as a candidate 
for reélection on a high-tax, increased assess- 
ment platform. They want to shift the re- 
sponsibility which belongs to him to the 
Drainage Board. To do that it is necessary 
to mislead the taxpgyers. Hence it is that the 
Democratic Town Collectors have instructed 
their deputies to explain to property-owners 
that the increase of taxes is due to the Drain- 
age Board. The Democratic organs have 
taken up the cry, and one alleged Kepublican 
organ has joined in the chorus. 

Collector Oehmen of the South Town had 
himself interviewed last week and deliberately 
misstated the rate of the drainage tax, doub- 
ling it, while omittmg all reference to the 
enormous increase in the city tax. The North 
Town Collector, through his chief clerk, has 
also resorted to misrepresentation in order to 
protect Cregier fromn the consequence of his 
own advice and policy. The West Town Col- 
lector, an ex-City-Hall employé, has caused a 
stencil notice to be printed across the bills 
for taxes which runs as follows: “This in- 
cludes the drainage tax.“ The purpose, of 
course, is to make it appear that the increase 
over last year is due to the drainage tax and 
that alone. Asa matter of fact, the increase 
in the city tax is double the total amount of 
the drainage tax. But the lie ty implication 
has its efivct. will hardly have the effect, 
however, of ridding Mr. Cregier and his Ad- 
ministration of the responsibility for the in- 
crease in city taxation, It may temporarily 
stimulate the agitation for the repeal of the 
Drainage law. 

Judge Prendergast Talks. 

When Judge Prendergast’s attention was 
— to the repeal movement yesterday he 
841d: 

„We must expect those things. Mr. San- 
ford is simply doing what he 1s called upon to 
do. He opposed the law. It was passed 
in spite of bis misrepresentations. He 
hopes now to cripple that which he could not 
kill. Other railroad gentlemen may 
counted on to act with him. The petition for 
the repeal of the law as printed m Tue Trts- 
UNE is based not only on false assumptions 
but on positive falsehood. The promoters of 
it, if they are Chicagoans, must know that 
there is no truth in the assertions about day 
labor, the cost of the channel, and the manner 
in which property will be affected by drainage 
taxation. If those persons had a good case 
against the law _ would not resort to false- 
hood. As to the Hamilton Club, may I ask, 
who constitute that organization? I have 
heard of it only in connection with this agita- 
tion. Was it established for the purpose of 
giving currency to crude misstatements in 
reference to the drainage project? Who is its 
* genius?“ 

r. Worthen, the Chief Engineer, was not 
in hiv office yesterday. The attention of his 
chief assistant, * Williams, was called to 
the tirade of the Hamilton Club against his 

chief officer, and also to the misstatements of 
the petition. He consented to talk with some 
reluctance, and said: 

“The unwarranted attack on Chief En- 
gineer Worthen and his preliminary report 
shows plainly that the author of the Hamilton 
Club report has not sought out and does not 
know what Engineer Worthen proposed in his 
report, of which the maps, ¢ross-sections, and 
profiles submitted are a part, and an impor- 
tant portion. 

One who has seen them can say they do 
not contemplate a channel whose surface 
level is the same as the lake, but, on the con- 
trary, even at Bridgeport, the new canal level 
will be one foot below the low-water mark of 
Lake Michigan, and further that this level will 
fall almost six feet lower at Summit and over 
twelve feet at Lockport!

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Gen. Fitzsimons and Col. Ziegfeld In- 
dorse an Increased Appropriation. 

The bill of Senator Bogardus, introduced in 
the Senate Tuesday last, appropriating 
$120,000 for the general and contingent ex- 
penses of the Illinois National Guard and also 
providing that $12,500 per annum be appro- 
priated for the purchase and of 
rifle ranges, meets with the approval of the 
military organizations of this city. 

Gen. Fitzsimons in speaking of it said the 
amount was scarcely enough for the necessi- 
ties of the service and its thorough efficiency, 
but under the eircumstances he thought it 
was all that could be reasonably claimed at 

resent. The action of the last Legislature 
in reducing the appropriation was niggardly 
and unwise. 1 

“It is desirable,” said Gen. Fitzsimons, 
“that regiments should be maintained and 
their needs prompty supplied without appeals 

to the public. I do not believe in the State 
making extravagant appropriations, but it 
ought to be just and generous enough to gup- 
port its military organizations and keep them 
always on an efficient and satisfied footing. I 
think, too, that the legal limit of the force 
ought to be increased from 4,000 to 5,000 men. 
When Chicago had only 230,000 inhabitants 
she had about the same number of soldiers 
that she has now.” 

Col. Ziegfeld of the Second Regiment, but 
now Assistant Inspector General of the First 
Brigade, said: Better this appropriation 
than none, but it is a shame that the Legisla- 
ture doesn’t give more. You can’t keep a 
regiment on $9,000 a year, but with the $120,- 
000 we can have acamp, which we were unable 
to have last year when the appropriation was 
only $80,000. The Legislature ought to ap- 
propriate at least $200,000, and then again 
there should be an additional appropriation to 
prepare for the World’s Fair. Of course there 
will be then a military celebration, and also 
probably a military encampment. The 
guards of other States are already writing 
here to know what are the military plans in 
view, so that they may 
urge such appropriations — 
own States as they will require. 
As long as we have peace people don’t appre- 
ciate the guard, but during and after trouble 
they will give us anything. The Legislature 
should be as liberal in its appropriations as 
the increasing resources of the State permit 
and our nevessities demand. It is not right 
that the Colonel and other officers ot a regi- 
ment should be asked to give their time and 
money, and then besides go begging for funds 
to keep their organization together, It is not 
creditable to a State like Illinois, which is rich 
and out of debt.“ 

By way of pointing the moral of his remarks 
Col. Ziegfeld repeated this quotation:

Milwaukee's Chief of Police Not Likely to 
Reconsider His Action,

He Walks Into the Room of the Nevada 
Bank President at San Francisco and 
Knocks Down C. W. Bonynge, Formerly 
His Confidéntial Agent—Social Kivalry 
in England Said to Be at the Bottom of 
the Affair. | 


Sax Francisco, Cal,, Jan, 28,—[Special. ]— 
Joan W. Mackay, the famous bonanza 
king, and Charles W. Bonynge, -also a well- 
known millionaire, had a bloody rough and 
tumble battle yesterday in the private office 
of President Hellman of the Nevada Bank. 
Bonynge was standing with his back to 
Mackay, talking to Hellman, when the irate 
bonanza monarch strode into the room and 
gave the astonished Britisher right and left 
blows in the face, fellmg him to the floor. 
Bonynge arose and clinched with Mackay, 
throwing the latter, and a great battle under 
hoodlum rules followed, President Hellman 
meantime doing his utmost to separate 
the combatants, without success. Finally six 
bank clerks were called in and the men of 
many millions were forced apart. The com- 
batants wereso badly banged up generally 
about the face and their clothes torn into such 
ribbons that they were not presentable for a 
street parade, so a couple of hacks drove up to 
the side entrance and took them to their abid- 
ing places. 

Bonynge was formerly Mackay's broker 
here, and, making his pile, retired. Lately, 
however, he has been talking about starting 
an opposition cable line stretching across the 
Atlantic, and this may have had something to 
do with the troubles. Bonynge is an English- 
man, and claims to have been a Captain in 
her Majesty’s service during the Crimean 
war. While Mackay worsted Bonynge in the 
early part of the fight, it is thought the latter’s 
strength and weight would have won the battle 
for him had they not been separated. There 
is still claret on Luna’s face and the end of 
the war is not near at hand. 

The men, it is said, have been at sword’s 
points for some time over social rivalry in 
London. Yesterday’s affair was the result of 
an interview with Mr. Bonynge that recently 
appeared in the New York Truth. In the arti- 
cle Bonynge discussed at length the attempts 
that were being made by a “ prominent Amer- 
ican”’ to libel him. He told how books and 
papers containing articles reflecting on his 
character were circulated among his acquaint- 
ances in England and the fortune -that was be- 
ing spent in an effort to cause him harm. Mr. 
Bonynge in the Truth article said: 


Three years ago the first attack was opened on 
us and fully 500 copies of the paper were shipped 
from here through the mails to London and dis- 
tributed among all the prominent houses. The 
attack was kept up all summer, shifting from one 
low paper to another, but each week found fully 
500 copies of those papers on their way to London, 
which were kindly dropped at the principal clubs 
and private houses, So anxious was this party 
tnat the circulation should be complete that they 
would send three papers of the same issue, one to 
the lady of the house, one to the gentleman, and 
one to his club. They bribed our servants and 

t our visiting list, and not one was overlooked. 
No sooner did my wife make a new call 
than within twenty-four hours one of those 

apors was sent around there by mail. 

o stone, to Ir people against us, has been 
left unturned. My wife’s daughter I adopted 
legally and in strict conformity with American 
law when she was about 5 years old, and she of 
course took my name. After her presentation at 
court endeavors were made in every way to throw 
discredit upon her.

PRODUCTION OF PIG-LRON. 


The American Record Greater than That 
of Great Britain, 
PHILADELPSIA, Pa., Jan. 26.—The following is 
from the Bulletin of the American Iron and Steel 
Association : 


The American Iron and Steel Association has 
received from the manufacturers complete re- 
turns of the — of pig iron in the United 
States for 1 and also complete returns of the 
stocks of unsold pig-iron in the hands of makers 
or their agents at the close of the year. 

The total production of pig-irou in 1890 was 
10,307,028 net tons of 2,000 pounds, or 9,202,703 gross 
tons of 2,240 pounds, against 7,603,642 gross tous in 
18 an increase of 1,599,061 gross tons, or over 21 
percent. The production in 1889 was over 17 per 
cent greater than that of 1888. The joint increase 
in the last two years has, therefore, been over 38 
per cent. Our production in 1890 was about 1. 
200,000 gross tons larger than that of Great 
Britain in the same year, and it was about 600,000 
gross tons larger than that of Great Britain in 
1882, which was its year of greatest production, 
Our production of pig-iron in 1890 was larger for 
the first time than thatof our E riv

LOTTERY CURSE IN MEXICO, 


Sale of Foreign Companies’ Bonds to Be 
: Prohibited. 

Crry or Mextico, via Galveston, Jan. .—So ex- 
tensive has the sale of European lottery bonds 
become here, especially among farmers and small 
shopkeepers in the interior of the country, that 
business-men assert that a great deal of money is 
being so invested to the serious damage of the in- 
terests of Mexico, as all this money goes out of 
the country. 

It has also been found by the managers of 
branches here of great life-insurance companies 
having their headquarters in New York that 
their business is interfered with by this wide 
epread sale of lottery bonds, for the farmers in 
the interior are put their m into these 
bonds, and urge that it a better investment 
than life insurance. The managers of the life- 
insurance branches here have had a vast deal of 
hard work to introduce life-insurance ideas 
among the people, and have built up a. 
growing business, the field being practic cov- 
ered by New York companies, and the life-insur- 
ance men will fight this lottery-bond business as a 
dangerous foe. 

The attention of the Government has been 
brought to this matter, and it 1s officially an- 
noun that the sale of Jottery bonds will not be 
permitted in this country by the Government, and 
is consequently in violation of the law which reg- 
ulates lotteries. The policy of the Governmen®is 
to forbid foreign lotteries here, and strictly to 
supervise the operations of native lotteries.

„ can see nothing but destruction for the 


State of Kansas. I would not be surprised if 
blood were to flow freely within the next few 
days. 

“The excitement there today is as intense 
as that which went before the French revolu- 


tion. 

** Some of the leaders of the Farmers’ State 
Alliance there are Anarchists, and are in daily 
communication with the editors of the Voice, 
which is known to be in sympathy with an- 
archy.”’ 

These are the words of John Livingstone, 
President of the New York State Alliance, 
who is registered at the Grand Pacific Hotel. 
Mr. Livingstone has just arrived from the 


~___geat of the excitement. 
There is more politics to the square inch 


in Kansas at the present time than in any 
other place in the world,” continued Presi- 
dent Livingstone. An outbreak is moment- 
arily expected. If anybody is hurt it will be 
a signal for an uprising. The ghost-dance is 
not a circumstance to the excitement there. 
Every farmer in the State is taking 
u personal interest in the fight. Every 
member of the House is shadowed constantly 
by a committee of three. They do not trust 
one another. An Alliance member is not per- 
mitted to eat, sleep, or do anything else ex- 
cept when his guards or detectives are at his 
very elbow. The Alliance in Kansas is more 
of a secret organization than anything else, 
‘and the members are sworn to secrecy every 
day. When I reached Topeka I went to the 
Copeland House. Within half an hour I was 
waited upon by a crowd of Alliance men who 
told me I was in a den of thieves and insisted 


upon my moving to the National Hotel. To 
avoid any disturbance I left Ingalls’ head- 


quarters. 

‘*T went to Kansas from New York to speak 
in behalf of Ingalls, but it was not until last 
Saturday night that the farmers discovered 
my intention, and in the meantime you can 
wager all you have I just about learned all 
that was going on in their secret camps. 
The Alliance of my State repudiated 
the subtreasury scheme as visionary 
and impracticable and the Pennsylvania 
Alliance did the same. As the subtreasury 
clause is in the platform of the Kansas Al- 

iance the repudiation of it amounted to a re- 
fusal to recognize the farmers’ organization 
in that State. The Alliance there is so rotten 
that the decent farmers are disgusted, and a 
new organization has been started in the good 
work. The society will be ee with by- 
laws and platform similar to those of the New 
York Alliance. I received forty or fifty letters 
from all parts of the State during my stay of 
one week there asking for copies of our con- 
stitution and by-laws, and I look upon that as 
an indication that the days of the first Alli- 
ance organization in the State are numbered.

TAXATION OF MORTGAGES IN ILLINOIS. 
Changes Made by the Bill Introduced by 

Mr. Parsons of Gallatin. 

The bill introduced in the Illinois Legisla- 
ture by Mr. Parsons of Gallatin in its opening 
clause removes mortgage paper from the 
classification as personal property and gives 
it a place as realty. This clause of the bill 1s 


as follows: 
A morte 


, deed of trust, contract, or other 
obligation by which a debt is secured shall, for 
the purposes of assessment and taxation, 
deemed and treated as an interest in the property 
affected thereby. In case of debt so secured the 
value of the property affected by such mortgage. 
deed of trust, contract, or obligation, less the 
value of such security, shall be assessed and taxed 
to the owner of the property and the value of 
such security shall be ass and taxed by the 
owner thereof, in the county, city, or district in 
which the property affected thereby is situate. 

The bill further provides for the division of 
the liability for the taxes between the owner 
ot a mortgage and the owner of the equity of 
the property mortgaged, as follows: 

The taxes so levied shall be a lien upon the 
property and security, and may be paid by either 
party tosuch security; if paid by the owner of 
such security the tax so levied upon the property 
affected thereby shall become a part of the debt 
so secured: if the owner of such security, the tax 
so levied upon the property affected thereby shall 
become a part of the debt so secured; if the own- 
er of the property shall pay the tax so levied on 
such security it shall constitute a payment there- 
on, and to the extent of such payment a full dis- 
charge thereof: provided, that if any such securi- 
ty or indebtednose shall be paid by any such debt- 
or or debtors atter assessment and before the tax 
levy, the amouat of such levy may likewise be re- 
tained by such dsbtor or debtors, and shall be 
computed according to the tax levy for the pre- 
ceding year. Every contract hereafter made by 
which a debtor is obligated to pay apy tax or as- 
sessment on money loaned, or on any mortgage, 
deed, or trust, or other lien, shall, as to any inter- 
est specified therein and as to such tax or assess- 
ment. be null and void. 

The plan outlined in the bill is substantially 
the same as that in practice in Michigan and 
California. The general opinion among real- 
estate and mortgage brokers: is that in theory 
it is right and equitable, but that it is imprac- 
ticable. It does not seem just that the owner 
of a small equity in a piece of real estate 
should pay the entire taxes while the owner 
of a mortgage covering the entire holding 
escapes taxation. It is also clear~that the 
benefit of such a system to the borrower of 
money is only apparent. If the lender of 
money, or purchaser of mortgages, is com- 
pelled to pay a portion of the taxes on a piece 


raise his interest rates. 

Such a bill some think would also have a 
tendency to discourage the loaning of money 
on mortgage paper. In Michigan the effect 
has been noted since the passage of the law 
taxing pi, — Real-estate firms here in 
Chicago are loaning my sums of Michigan 
money which has been driven out by the con- 
dition of the taxation laws. 

“There would be many difficulties in the 
way of the successful operation of such a law, 
said W. D. Kerfoot. ‘‘ At present our rate of 


their assessments on a cash valuation. From 
the nature of things the valuation given by 
the Assessor is below the actual market price. 
The difficulty of adjusting the relative propor- 
tions of the lien for taxes upon the mortgage 
and the owner’s equity would arise at once. 
The valuation of the land will vary from time

The bill 
is evidently framed to relieve’ the 
land-owner and to lay part of the 


burden on the owner of the mortgage. Here 
it fails. e condition of the borrower or 
land-owner will be relieved of nothing, while 
the Assessor will be relieved of the duty of 
ferreting out mortgage-owners, and the hold- 
ers of mortgages will be relieved from 
annually perjuring themselves.“ 

Another prominent real-estate owner 
thought that the bill was in the proper line, 
and if passed would be successful in bringing 
about a more equitable division of taxes. He 
advanced the opinion that the interest rates 
would not be raised, and that a stability would 
be given to mortgage investments. 

The bill follows closely the wording of the 
California law,“ said Edgar M. Snow. “In 
theory it is fair and equitable, but in practice 
the conditions of the two parties to a mort- 
gage are unchanged. Whatever the land- 
owner gains in lower taxes he will lose in 
higher interest rates, while the placing of 
loans on mortgages will be discouraged.”’

JUDGES APPROVE’OF SHEETS’ BILL. 


Indorse the Idea Advocated by the Ogle 

County Senator—Judge Horton’s Views. 

Senator Sheets’ bill to establish a State re- 
formatory institution and to provide for the 
better care of young prisoners and first of- 
fenders excites considerable interest among 
the members of the bench and bar of this city, 
Many of the Judges had not read the abstract 
of the bill published yesterday, but all ex- 
pressed a keen interest when it was shown to 
them. Among those who have shown special 
interest in the subject is Judge Horton. He 
said: 

The provisions of the bill as you explain 
it seem to embody legislation that is much 
needed. I think it must be modeled after the 
Elmira, N. X., institution, which is the pio- 
neer in this line. There they divide the 
prisoners into three classes. On entering all 
are put in the third class, their heads and 
beards are shaved, and they are attired in the 
usual prison stripes and subjected to the usual 
prison discipline. After some time, two 
months I think, those who have behaved 
well are placed in the second class, 
where the discipline is less rigorous and the 
fare a little better. The second-class men 
have a chance to get into the first class, where 
they dress almost like citizens, have their 
hours to spend in the reading-room, and have 
other privileges. Those in the lower classes 
are constantly inspired by the sight of the su- 
perior advantages enjoyed by those who have 
been promoted to a higher rank, and such pro- 
motion is within the reach of all. Education 
forms a part of the discipline throughout. 
When they are ready to graduate they are not 
let out until homes or situations have been 
provided for them. Before them is placed 
constantly the possibility of attaining the sta- 
tion of honest, respectable manhood. 

The release of the men on parole is an- 
other feature of the Elmira institution which 
Senator Sheets has adopted in his bill. That 
is one of the most admirable in the whole sys- 
tem. While sitting in the Criminal Court I 
have adopted a plan similar to this. When a 
—— is convicted it is possible to release 

im on bail pending sentence. I have released 
between forty and fifty men and boys who I 
was convin were not criminals—they were 
first offenders who I believed could be saved. 
I have yet to hear of one of these that has 
since gone wrong. I am an enthusiast on this 
subject, but it is a cause which I think is wor- 
thy of enthusiasm. It is helping our fellow- 
men, and that is one of the things that we are 
here for.“ 

The indeterminate sentence feature of Sen- 
ator Sheets’ bill Judge Horton also strongly 
approved. 

udge Grinnell said he had not had time to 
read the bill, but thought if it proposed to es- 
tablish an institution similar to the Elmira 
Reformatory or the Ohio institution of the 
same kind it ought to pass. Illinois was cer- 
tainly behind some other States in the matter 
of reformatory institutions. 

Judges Driggs and Scales had not read the 
bill, but favored, in a general way, legislation 
of the kind it contemplated. 


WILL CARRY UP THE CASE, 


Judge Lacombe’s Decision on the Dingley 
Act to Be Contested. 

The opinion delivered by Judge Lacombe 
in the United States Circuit Court of New 
York, which held that the Dingley act, in effect 
until superseded by the McKinley Tariff law, 
was inoperative for the purpose of collecting 
duties, is not final, as the Government will 
carry its case before the Supreme Court. The 
Dingley act, approved May 9, 1890, and pro- 
nrulgated by the Collector of Customs May 13, 
enacted that the Secretary of the Treasury 
be and he is hereby authorized and ordered to 
classify as woolen cloth, whether known under 
the name of worsted cloth, or under the 
names of worsteds, or diagonals, or other- 
wise.“ Collections on woolens and worsteds 
on the same tariff schedule were made to the 
amount of many thousands of dollars,

praisers, Oct. 13, 1890, a New York firm

NEGOTIATIONS TO BEGIN AT WASH- 
INGTON IN A SHORT TIME. 


Sir Charles Tupper Said to Have Been 
Chosen to Represent the Canadian Gov- 
ernment—The Move Generally Regarded 


asa Tory Blut to Escape Political An- 


nihilation—Proceedings in the Senate 
and House—The Old McGarrahan Claim 
Up Again. 

Wasutnetox, D. C., Jan. 28.—[Special.]— 
Languid interest is felt in Washington over 
the report that Sir Charles Tupper is coming 
here to negotiate a reciprocal commercial 
treaty between the’ United States and Canada. 
The reason is that the good faith of his niission 
is doubted, Sir Charles was here during the 
fishery negotiations, and has made two or 
three visits since that time. Usually it turns 
out that he has done more to retard reciproc- 
ity than to further it. On this point the Star 
tonight says: 


The Star is able to state with positiveness that 
whatever movements are about to be made by 
Cana _ politicians towards reciprocity are 
quite without any corresponding move on the 
part ofthis Government. Indeed, no intimation 
whatever has been received here of the inception 
of a — that includes any efforts on the part of 
Sir Charles Tupper, representing, of course, the 
Tory party of Canada, to secure even a hearing at 
the State Department on this vastly important 
matter. The fact is, Parliament is about to be 
dissolved prior to a general election, and there is 
ssity for urgent efforts on the part of the 
hol ting Tories to retain their place in pub- 
unation. 

Sir John Macdonald, Premier and leader of the 
Tories, has the reputation of being adverse to the 
general reciprocity scheme, his record being that 
of a persistent obstructionist in the way of a com- 
mercial union between the two countries. He 
has, however, made certain overtures to this Gov- 
ernment looking to a limited reciprocity which 
covers only natural products.“ Such a proposi- 
tion is. of course, extremely distasteful to the 
United States, for in it there is no chance for the 
admission of the manufactures of this side 
which should, in the estimation of the people of 
the United States, be given an equal opportunity 
with the agricultural products of Canada. The 
latter, it is thought, are needed here. 

Why should this “ bluff” by the Canadian To- 
ries be made? This question is but a natural 
one and very y Canadians, as a 
rule, are anxious for a closer union with the 
United States, whether politically or commer- 
cially. Reci ity is just now a popular theory 
there—not ited, one-side * of 
the Tories, however, for the shrewd Canadian 
sees that the United States is not 
favorably inclined to such a plan, and 
that without the favor of this Government the 
scheme must fail. But they want the right sort 
of reciprociy, termed liberal because it is ad- 
vocated by that party. and in view of the present 
condition of the public mind on the other side of 
the line it is politic on the part of the Tory man- 

rs to affect great eagerness for that broad 
scheme of reciprocal commerce that is now 80 
pular. If Sir Charles Tupper can make his 
constituency believe that his efforts in this 
ion are given the cold shoulder by the 
1 States his end m be attained even 
u there is no move made toward a treaty.

Philadelphia Financial Orders That Make 
Big Promises. 

Purapetpata, Pa., Jan. 28.—[Special.]— 
Within a year a number of what might be 
termed confidence schemes to secure from 
the unwary sums of money have been in- 
augurated in this city. Having flooded the 
field in the East the orders are turning their 
attention to the West, and are meeting with 
excellent favor. Sooner or later there will be 
a general collapse and then thousands of per- 
sons will find that they have poured their money 
into a rat-hole. Among the concerns that have 
been given birth in this city is the “ Fraternity 
of Financial Coòperation.“ a so-called short- 
term order which promises $150 in four 
months. This concern has two rates of pay- 
ment to secure the 1 A circular 
from the executive ce shows that $47 is 
pra, — to members in this city, while a 
circular issued under the auspices of L. H. 
Chapin, a general organizer stationed at St. 
Louis, Mo., shows that $67 is necessary to 
capture the prize, provided all the conditions 
named therein are lived up to. 

Not less than a dozen of such concerns have 
been incorporated and are doing work in this 
city at this time. They are making heavy in- 
roads upon the Order of Iron Hall, the Order 
of Tonti, and other concerns of that descrip- 
tion which promise to 7 in seven 
years in return for about $267 expended. 

The Fraternity of Financial Coéperation, like 
others of the same sort, is nothing more nor 
less than a scheme to make money for the in- 
corporators or supreme officers and 
their friends. Take the cost of membershi 
as stated in the circular for the St. Louis of- 
fice and the scheme is apparent at the start: 

Cost—Initiation fee, $3; certificate fee, $2; 
contribution to relief fund (to be deducted), 
$10; contribution to safety fund (to be deduct- 
ed), $20; expense dues, $1 per month (payable 
monthly), $6; a ine per week, twen- 
ty-six weeks, $26. Total, $67. 

There are four supreme officers mentioned 
in connection with the management. Three 
out of the four receive $l each from the in- 
itiation fee, so that easily absorbs that fund. 
Then comes the certificate fee of $2. That is 
said to go to the Supreme Manager, who runs 
the main office, hunts organizers, etc. So 
far the victim has paid $5 for the privilege of 


becoming a member of the order. The ex- 


pense dues go for stationery, fees paid to or- 
ganizers, etc. Of the $26 weekly dues that 
is the bulk of the sum used for the payment of 
the $150. But the victim does not receive $150 at 
all. hen the time comes for settlement 
there is deducted from the face of the cer. 
tificate $20 for contribution to the safety fund 
ana $10 for the relief fund. Thenif a mem- 
ber should fail to bring into the order within 
three weeks after his admission three other 
members he forfeits $50 that is deducted from 
the certificate. This makes in all $80 deduct- 
ed, and the account would stand in about this 
shape:

THE CONSOLIDATED COAL COMPANY 
SUES STEPHEN W. GILMAN, 


He Was Its Agent and It Is Alleged He 
Made Fraudulent Contracts—Alson F. 
Peet Obtains $5,000 Damages from W.

In the Circuit Court yesterday the Consolidated

was 92% cents per ton, whereby the company lost 
$8,000. Aclaim is made that Gilman sold 57,000 
tons to the Chicago, Kansas City and St. Paul 
railway for $1.45 per ton when it was worth in the 
market $1.95, thus causing a loss of 2% cents 
per ton to the company, and that he sold 117,000 
tons tothe Wisconsin Central railroad company 
at a loss of $11,700. 

The company also sues L. E. Overman & Co. in 
assumpsit to recover $12,000.
